SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video slick entitled Extrem 45 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The video slick strongly degrades and dehumanises the male and female participants 
because the photographic depictions, and thus the publication as a whole, present the 
participants as impersonal objects of sexual desire, and as easily accessible, pliable 
mechanisms for sexual gratification. There are several close up images of genitalia 
and an explicitly depicted image of anal penetration with a large dildo, which degrade 
and dehumanise the participants. 

This classification has been determined to be the minimum level of restriction 
necessary to prevent the likelihood of injury to the public good. It is therefore 
considered a reasonable limitation on si 4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. 
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
